Construction of new houses 
in Edmonton slowed signifi¬ 
cantly in September, accord¬ 
ing to numbers released by the 
Canada Mortgage and Hous ing 
Corporation. 

Actual housing starts were 
down 2S per cent year-over-year 
i n September, CM HC said in a 
statement. 

Developers have started roll¬ 
ing back construction projects 
because of slower demand, said 
Jakie Ng, a downtown condo¬ 
minium specialist with Re/Max 
River City in Edmonton. 

“There has been a lot of in¬ 
ventory that has snowballed to 
where we are today," he said, “is 
it wonying right now? Jt's too 


early to panic." 

Mg said buyers are aware of 
increasing incentives to buy 
homes, which includes an ebb 
in prices and a federal move to 
tighten mortgage rules. 

“I believe that we’ve hit a 
road block and that’s all it is. 
We will recover from it.” 

A slower pace in multi-family 
housing starts offset an uptick in 
single-detached construction in 
September, Christina Butchart, 
a market analyst with CMHC, 
said, in a statement. 

Over the first nine months 
of the year there were a total of 
7,162 starts in the region com¬ 
pared to 13,-199 during the same 
nine months in 2015. 

Most of that decline comes 
in multi-family housing pro¬ 
jects like condominiums and 
apartments. There were 9,004 
of those starts in 2015, versus 
just 4.OSS this year. 

“Employment losses, lower 
migration, and elevated new r 
home inventory are tempering 
multi-family construction in Ed¬ 
monton," Butchart said.

Michael Kolmanovitch uncorked 
the sparkling fruit juice he 
brought to city council Tues¬ 
day morning to celebrate what 
he saw as a historic moment. 

After councillors unanimously 
approved building a new down¬ 
town bike grid, Kalmanovitch 
— the owner of Earth's General 
Store — said it had been a very 
long time coming. 

"The first bicycde transporta¬ 
tion committee meeting 1 went 
to 'Wits in 19S5 and the city has 
done a poor job over (30) years 
getting their act together,* he 
said. 

Kalmanovitch was among 
about a dozen cyclists who ral¬ 
lied for the bike lanes, but ended 
up celebrating instead as coun¬ 
cil voted For them unanimously 
Tuesday with relatively little 
debate. 

He said now they will have to 
watch to make sure the lanes are 
not only installed, but installed 
right, as city doesn't have the 
greatest track record on bike 
infrastructure. 

“There are a lot of cities 
around the world that do this, 
we don't have to reinvent the 
wheel," he said, pointing to Cal¬ 
gary’s cycle track on which the 
plan is partially modelled. 


New Grid 

The S7.5-million plan will see 
lanes along 104 Avenue, 102 
Avenue and 100 Avenue, as 
well as 106 Street. 103 Street 
and 99 Street using planters and 
small curbs to separate traffic. 

They should be installed by 
m id 2017. 


Stantec Engineering and not 
the city itself proposed the grid 
earlier this summer, and then 
split the cost of a study of the 
idea with the city. 

Court, Scott McKee n said 
while there would undoubtedly 
be some people opposed to 
the lanes, he was sure they 


were needed, 

"As much as I have had the 
odd critical email, we have been 
personally inundated with de¬ 
mand From people who want 
to cycle and don't feel safe,” he 
said. 

Coun. Bryan Anderson asked 
administration for number on 


the amount of cyclists the city 
currently has. saying he was an¬ 
ticipating pushback from some 
citizens. 

According to city staff, about 
5,5D0 cyclists come in and out of 
downtown currently and about 
one per cent of Edmontonians 
cycle commute.

Mayor Don Iveson also 
asked" administration to go 
further and see if Federal and 
provincial Funding could be

Jveson said he's heard there 
may be funding for active trans¬ 
portation in programs both gov¬ 
ernments have coming forward, 
so if possible, it makes sense to 
leverage that money. 

“I just want to be in a pos¬ 
ition to take advantage of that 
and maybe stack the fluids we 
have identified here." he said. 

Iveson said the city's previ¬ 
ous attempts at bike lanes were 
disjointed and didn't connect 
people with parts of the city 
where they needed to go.

Calgary Association of Parents 
and School Councils (CAFSCj 
says Alberta Education didn't 
give outside groups enough 
time or notice to apply to be 
a part of the expert working 
groups that will be tasked with 
the first stages of the curricu¬ 
lum rewrite. 


Althea Adams, spokes¬ 
woman for CAPSC, said the 
call for those wishing to par¬ 
ticipate was posted online with 
no notice and a deadline of 
Oct. 7 at 4 p.m.

Shipanoff s vendors also have 
to operate out of commercial 
kitchens, whereas farmers mar¬ 
ket vendors do not. 

“ I would like to see the equity 
so that people who are making 


food at home have the same 
opportunities to sell at a public 
market as a fanners market,” 
she said. 

'The public market food is 
actually much safer... Because 
you have no idea how (farmers 
market! food has been prepared 
in that person's kitchen." 


Kirsta Franke directs the pub¬ 
lic 124 Street Grand Market as 
well as the French Quarter farm¬ 
ers market.

the 41 narrative of fern" in Alberta 
over the past few weeks. 

Racist posters have recently 
surfaced both at the University 
of Alberta and the University of 
Calgatyc Meanwhile, Edmonton 
launched the Make it Awkward 
campaign to combat racism after 
slum were hurled at Jesse Lips- 
cnmbe, who was Riming a video 
about Edmonton's downtown. 

ForChaudhry, beyond Trump 
speaking without concern, many 
Canadians also feel Canada 
should not have accepted Syr¬ 
ian refugees. 

“I think there’s definitely an 


interplay there as well, just in 
terms of the social context we 
find ourselves inT he said. 

"'topics such as immigration 
and religion and politics often¬ 
times galvanize a polarizing re 
sponse, so w r e shouldn't be sur¬ 
prised to see these conversations 
happening. What does get sur¬ 
prising though is when it starts 
to fester into aspects of hate.” 

The economy's struggles could 
also be causing some people to 
blame their woes on various cul¬ 
tural groups and immigrants. 
Chaudhry said, a phenomenon 
known as “crisis racism." 

In September, the Sikh com¬ 
munity held the “Turban, EhC 
event as a response to the appear¬ 
ance of the racist posters at the 
U of A. Volunteers tied turbans 
for attendees and shared inionm- 
tion about the Sikh faith. 

J 'As misty and negative els these 
incidents are, people want to tEike 
that hateful minority viewpoint 
and counter it, h said Chaudhry.

The Edmonton Ski Club will 
get at least another year on 
the slopes, as city councillors 
voted to give the dub fundi ng 
to get through another year.

Workers rallied near Grand 


T runk Park on the city's north 
side last Wednesday to push 
their employer to take work¬ 
place fatigue seriously 

"They're forcing us to come 
to work when we're tired and 
to remain at work tired, despite 
provisions in our collective 
agreement that allow for us to 
be the judges of our own condi¬ 
tion while we’re at work, 1 ' said 
a locomotive engineer, who Jills 
worked with CN for 10 years. 

Metro is not using his name 
to protect the worker from 
retribution from his employer. 

T he workers’ union, Team¬ 
sters Canada Rail Conference 
Division 796, claims CN train 
crews Eire commonly forced to 


work beyond the time their 
rest periods are scheduled to 
begin. 

T he engineer who spoke to 
Metro said employees have 
been ignored, and in some 
cases disciplined, for raising 
concerns about fatigue to their 
supervisors.

Depending on who you ask 
they're described as a girdle, 
a relative of Spanx or simply 
"custom undies." 

But whatever you call them, 
they're solving a problem a lot 
of people deal with, but few 
talk about. 

When someone obese loses 
a huge amount of weight, the 
excess skin left behind can be 
a maj or impairment, accord¬ 
ing to Mary Forhan, professor 
of occupational therapy at the 
University of Alberta. 

“It's not something that a lot 
of people will talk about. It's 
stigmatizing," she said. 

That's why she's rolling out a 
one-year pilot program to study 
whether a stretchy, custom- 
made garment makes it easier 


for people with excess skin to 
move around. 

“After 1 lost weight, J felt like 
a living squirrel because there's 
so much loose skin flying about." 
Marty Fnokson. who had bariat¬ 
ric surgery eight years ago, said 
in a release. 

He said the garments, which 


are currently only made by a 
company in France, control 
loose skin and keep things in 
place. 

Forhan said she's long been 
frustrated that there wasn't a 
product like this available. 

She was in the early stages 
of designing her own when she 


found the company in France, 
who uses trained staff to meas¬ 
ure people for their own gar¬ 
ments. 

"My experience is that with 
this particular group, people 
living wi th severe obesity, they 
tend to be a very under-serviced 
population,'' Forhan said.

Part of the issue is that the 
stigma still associated with obes¬ 
ity means less attention is paid 
to their needs, she said. 

The other issue is that most 
people think losing weight is 
easy and don't think about the 
challenges those who success¬ 
fully drop the pounds face. 

“The general population 
seems to think it's an easy fix, 
that people can go and get (the 
loose skin) cut off," she said, 
pointing out that's actually a 
fairly complicated procedure not 
covered by health care. 

Her research will make the 
garments available at six clinics 
across the province and study 
whet her the garments make 
life easier for those who wear 
them. She said she gets no fund¬ 
ing from the garment company. 

She plans to present her re¬ 
sults to both the government 
and insurance companies.

Funding needed 
for reintegration

A program that helps sex of¬ 
fenders re-integrate into soci¬ 
ety is hopeful for new federal 
funding. 

The Edmonton branch of 
Circles of Support and Account¬ 
ability is entirely volunteer-run 
since the Harper government 
cut funding for the national 
organization in 2014. 

The federal government has 
recently reopened the discus¬ 
sion on funding the group, 
though no decisions have been 
made. 

"There essentially are no 
programs funded for (released 
sex offenders), 1 * said Arthur 
Dyck, president of the Edmon¬ 
ton branch. “And that's the 
danger. If you release people 


from prison and they have no 
place to go and nothing to do, 
their stress levels go up, and 
the chance of them re-entering 
the crime cycle goes up also. 1 " 

The organization used to get 
$7.5 million annually across 
Canada from the National 
Crime Prevention Centre, some 
of which funded a study that 
showed the program lowered 
rates of recidivism. 

Since the cut. COS A Ed¬ 
monton lost its full-time co¬ 
ordinator. 

Dyck SELid the demand for 
the program stretches beyond 
what his organization can pro¬ 
vide, and a small amount of 
funding would go a long way 
toward saving money on cor¬ 
rectional sendees. 

“In the long nm, it's going to 
make our communities safer. 
In the long run it's going to 
save a lot of money* he said.

Murder charge stayed 
over five-year trial delay 


A judge hits stayed a first-degree 
murder charge after it took the 
case more than five years to get 
to trial in Edmonton. 

A jury trial was to begin next 
week for 29-vear-old Lance Mat¬ 
thew Regan. 

Regan was accused of stab¬ 
bing to death fellow inmate 
Mason Tex Montgrand at Ed¬ 
monton Institution in August 
2011. 

An .Alberta Justice spokes¬ 
man says the charge was stayed 
on Friday because of the long 
delay. 


He could provide no further 
comment, saying the Crown has 
yet to decide whether to appeal. 

Alberta justice could not im¬ 
mediately provide The Can¬ 
adian Fress with a copy of Fri¬ 
day's ruling. 

Global News got the ruling 
and reported Court of Queen's 
Bench Justice Stephen Hillier 
said that the delay violated Re¬ 
gan's constitutional right to 
be tried within a “reasonable 
time."

by Marilyn Smith and David 
Gordon, who chair and vice¬ 
chair the Calgary and South 
Mental Health Review Panel, 
respectively, 

From jan. 5, 2015 to June 
20. 2016, taxpayers paid 
551,741.44 for a Calgary lim¬ 
ousine company to drive the 
panelists from the city to Leth¬ 
bridge, Medicine Hal or Clare- 
sholm. 

Health Minister Sarah Hoff¬ 
man, who wasn’t made avail¬ 
able for an interview, said in 
an emailed statement that she 
thinks most Albertans would 
find the costs inappropriate. 

“] didn’t (find them appro 
priate].* she said, “and I told 


our department to find a better 
way to transport panel mem¬ 
bers to hearings. I also asked 
them to look into making 
more use of teleconferencing." 

VVildrose Health Critic Drew 
Barnes said he would support 
teleconferencing if local offi¬ 
cials considered it to be the 
right decision. 

“'Ibis is very disappointing, 
given the fact that so many 
Albertans in southern Alberta 
are without jobs or had their 
hours scaled back," Barnes 
said.

Publisher awarded 
for peace activism 


The publisher of the Alberta 
Street News has been hon¬ 
oured for her “u neon vent ion- 
ar work promoting peace in 
Edmonton, 

Linda Dumont was pre¬ 
sented by Project Plough¬ 
shares with this year's Salvos 
Prelorenlzos Peace Award at 
City Hall last w r eek. 

"I was quite surprised be¬ 
cause 1 didn’t really consider 
myself a peEice activist, but 
when you consider that sell¬ 
ing papers for people who 
have addictions it's harm re¬ 
duction," she said. “It does 
create peace in that wav.” 

The paper is a crucial life¬ 
line for the low-income vend¬ 
ors who sell it. They purchase 
copies for 50 cents and keep 
any profit s. 

But just this spring the 
paper’s future was anything 
but certain. 

The Street News costs about 
5700 to print each month, and 
relies heavily on advertisers. 
A change in ownership and 
dropping sales put the paper 


in danger of closing in April. 

Dumont reached out to the 
public, and received enough 
donations and ad sales that 
the pELper is “stable for now, 1 " 
she said. 

She added Conns. Ben Hen¬ 
derson and Michael Walters 
have been helping with the 
search for more consistent 
funding. 

She said the paper is much 
more than a news source cov¬ 
ering Edmonton's inner city. 

“It provides employment 
for the people who are sell¬ 
ing^ Dumont said. “Many 
have disabilities, mental, 
physical, or addictions, you 
name it, and maybe they only 
feel good enough to work for 
two hours. But they tEike pride 
in working.” 

Housing activist Jim Cur- 
nett echoed this when he 
introduced her at the award 
ceremony. 

“Linda is a model of the 
peace making that can hap¬ 
pen in very unconventional 
ways." he said in a video of 
the event. 

“It would be very hard to 
count the lives in this city 
who have benefited from her 
care and attention."

Parking violations at the 
first few events CEtused traffic 
congestion and safety hazEtrds, 
the city said in a statement 
on Tuesday.

Atlantic 
Canada cleans 
up after storm 
wreaks havoc 

After hours of unrelenting rain, 
the roar came so suddenly if 
woke Helen Kendell. She went 
outside at 4 tun. Tuesday to find 
her daughter frantic with fear 
— and a ‘'tsunami* of water 
■coming down Main Street in 
Morrisville. N.L 

“It took everything in its 
path. Jt was a foaming river, it 
was unreal."’ Kendell said from 
her home in the community of 
about 100 residents in the Bay 
d'tspoir region. 

“My daughter was jusE 
screaming. She said, L Mom. 
we're all going to be drowned,' 
because we didn’t know what 
was happening. I lived here 
almost 6Q years and I've never 
seen anything like this before. 
It was frightening." 

In Morrisville, and much of 
Atlantic Canada, cleanup efforts 
were underway Tuesday after a 
storm that brought torrential 
rain and strong winds, leaving 


thousands without power and 
washing out roads. 

Among the w r orst hit was 
Cape Breton, which received 
more than 200 millimetres of 
rain. Wayne MacDonald, direc¬ 
tor of public works for the Cape 
Breton Regional Municipality, 


said Tuesday morning the ex¬ 
tent of flooding damage wasn't 
yet known. 

“Manhole covers have come 
off due to the pressures and in 
areas there is ... damage that 
cannot be seen yet with the 
waters this high,” MacDonald 


told a news conference. 

Photos on social media 
showed water reaching up 
Eo a car window in Cape Bre¬ 
ton, waves battering the Can- 
so Causeway and firefighters 
wading through nearly waist- 
deep water. 


Jn Newfoundland and Labra¬ 
dor, stales of emergency were 
declared in several commun¬ 
ities. Photos posted on Twitter 
showed thewed-up roadways 
littered with debris, a car on 
its side and a des troyed bridge 
in it. Alban’s. 

One photo posted on Rice- 
book showed an overturned 
truck amid the wreckage of 
sheds and other debris in Mor¬ 
ris ville. 

Kendell said four houses in 
the community were badly dam¬ 
aged — in one case by a shed 
that had been pushed into it by 
the waters. 

“So much of the pavement 
is gone, (the water) brought 
trees and rock: the debris on 
our Lawn is unreal,'' she said. “It 
was unreal. It took four sheds 
and a couple of cars, It was dev¬ 
astating. 1 " 

The road into Morrisville is 
washed out. and it is unclear 
when it might again be passable. 
Parks Canada said the Trans 
Canada Highway in Terra Nova 
National Bark would remain 
dosed until late Tuesday or Wed¬ 
nesday because of a washout 
about one kilometre from the 
park's eastern entrance.

Dolphins 
killed 
in storm 

Seven dolphins were found 
dead Tuesday in a small New¬ 
foundland fishing village, after 
beaching themselves during 
rough weather. 

The Department of Fisheries 
and Oceans said the white¬ 
sided dolphins died at Boyd's 
Cove, 60 kilometres northwest 
of Gander in central Newfound¬ 
land, during the storm that 
pounded Atlantic Canada. 

They did not appear to be 
sick, DFO said. 

“They likely beached after 
becoming disoriented in storm 
conditions." DFO said in a 
tweet Tuesday afternoon. 

Delilah Perry said she spot¬ 
ted one dolphin, which she 
estimated to be nine feet long, 
on the beach behind her house 
at low tide. 

“The water was really low 
and there’s a lot of rocks out 
there, and the wind brought 
him in, and he landed just 
beloiv my lawn," she said. 

Perry said four or five men 
tried to help other dolphins 
found nearby, without success.

Samsung stopping 
Note 7 production 


Samsung Electronics said Tues¬ 
day it Is stopping production 
of Galaxy Mote 7 smartphones 
permanently, a day after stop¬ 
ping global sales of the ill-fated 
devices amid reports that bat¬ 
teries were catching fire. 

The South Korean company 
is s truggling to regain consum¬ 
er trust after a first round of 
recalls that prompted criticism 
both for the faulty devices and 
for the company 's handling of 
the problem. After the earlier 
recall, the company said it had 
identified a manufacturing 
defect in the batteries of its 
top-of-the-line smartphone. 

It started shipping new Mote 
7 phones that were supposed 
to be safer. But reports that 
even the replacements were 
catching fire led Samsung to 
announce it was stopping sales 
of the devices. 

Authorities in the U.S. and 
South Korea are still investigat¬ 
ing why even the replacement 
Note 7 phones are catching 
fire.

An oilsands executive known 
for employing the art of the deal 
is putting his passion for the art 
nf photography into a new line 
of silk scarves, spnndex leggings 
and other women’s clothing.

I FELT SICK AND TERR BLY ANGRY 


Sexual assault is the violent crime least likely to be reported, and the only one not in decline. 
Only a fraction of survivors who come forward will ever see their stories told in court Over the 
course of the past six months, Metro has been following the case of one woman in her 20s who 
decided, against the odds, to go to the police. 



It took Lindsey nearly 10 years. 
But in May, she decided it was 
time to go to the police. 

She'd been railing crisis hot¬ 
lines in B.C.. where she lives. 

It was the first time I’d heard 
anyone say to me, 'Childhood 
sexual abuse.’” she said. that 
language used by the hotline 
counsellors gave her the right 
words, and made it possible 
to call the police, despite 
then-swirling news ofthejian 
Ghomeshi trial and the vitriol 
thrown at the women who 
testified against him. 

“3 honestly didn’t know 
whether or not reporting was 
a good idea, if it would bring 
any good at all," she told me. 

"3 didn't know if I had a case.” 

When she was 15. in 2007, 
Lindsey (Metro agreed to use 
only her first name] met a 
man twice her age. an instruct¬ 
or at an arts program, ihe 
said that he showed roman¬ 
tic interest in her. told her he 
loved her and encouraged a 
sexual relationship. Over the 
course of the year, he initi¬ 
ated increasingly “depraved, 
animal-lever sexual behav¬ 
iour, she said, and would take 
her to forested areas mid even 
his mother’s house to have co¬ 
ercive sex. 

Then the sexual encoun¬ 
ters grew to include her best 
friend, who was 14, When 
Lindsey’s friend’s family found 
out. they called the police. 

Lindsey said the man told 
her he wotild kill himself 
If she told the truth. So sbe 
downplayed the relationship 
and sexual encounters. 

The resulting investigation, 
which ended without charges, 
splintered her life, damaging 
friend and fami ly bonds and 
triggering years of pain and 
snuggle. 

Rut now, in 2D 16, she’d de¬ 
cided what happened to her 
was profoundly wrong. She

needed reconciliation. She 
needed some kind of justice. 

Lindsey called the RUMP 
in Surrey. They scheduled an 
interview at a detar hment two 
days later. 


I ler fears were many: "My 
life’s going to be mined, or 
maybe nothing will happen, 
or rhey’tl tell me it wasn’t 
childhood sexual abuse." Also: 
would it matter that she had 
denied the abuse years earlier? 

The interview lasted about 
two and a half hours, in an in- 
tenogation room, "which was 
disconcerting,” she said. There 
were black marks on the 
white walls, as if tables had 
been slammed against them. A 
couch would have been nice, 
she thought but the officei's 
themselves were empathetic, 
understanding and profession 
al. They didn’t make her fee! 
at fault, or disbelieved. She 
answered detailed questions 
about how .she met the man 
and about specific sex acts. 

Hl 3 was blown away by his 
sensitivi ty," I j ndsey said of 
Const- Gregory Montgomery, 
who would be her main con¬ 


tact over the months to come. 
"1 feel like I got lucky. E realty 
do. 

It was dark and late hy the 
time they stopped talking that 
day, and the officers offered 


FO get her a cab. Montgomery 
told Lindsey he'd be in touch, 
making no promises, which 
she appreciated. “It made me 
trust him," she said. 

A few weeks later, she 
emailed Montgomery for an 
update, and he told her they’d 
recovered the original file 
from 2007. They were going to 
look into it. 

A month passed. And an 
Other. 

Lindsey periodically called 
or emailed for updates. Rut 
there wasn’t always much to 
report. 

"This Is way freaking harder 
than we thought it was going 
to be,” she told me at the time, 
"You’re upset, you’re anxious, 
you're wondering what's hap¬ 
pening. Is anything happen¬ 
ing?” 

She began worrying that 
police were contacting the ac¬ 
cused. '‘What if he comes after 


me? Can I get protection?” 

Tiie experience of re¬ 
counting her story was "oddly 
traumatizing” and she left 
"swept up again” into die 
emotions, and the harm. 


But she had unique support 
in her childhood best triend, 
the one who had also been in¬ 
volved with the man in 2007. 
They’d reconnected as adults, 
a tid on the day Lindsey filed 
her complaint with police, 
her friend filed one too. The 
friend spoke with different 
officers, who got back to her 
much sooner with had news : 
No charges. 

Then on June 30, Montgom¬ 
ery called, The Surrey RCMFs 
Sexual Victims Unit had re¬ 
viewed tine file. "He said, Tm 
sotiy to tell you this, but we 
can’t move any farther with 
the case,' 1 ' Lindsey recalled. 
Her original statement, which 
downplayed the sexual events, 
would undermine her cred¬ 
ibility tiow. Police only recom¬ 
mend charges when there's 
a reasonable expectation of a 
conviction in court, 

,l I put the phone down and 


ran upstairs and started to 
sob." she said. "I felt sick and 
terribly angry and filled with 
an overwhelming feeling of 
injustice," 

Then she began to wonder: 
Had police really done all they 
could? Neither Lindsey nor her 
friend had been interviewed 
to support one another's 
claims. Nor had Lindsey’s par¬ 
ents been re interviewed She 
hadn’t been asked to try and 
dig up text messages or emails 
from the man. 

She researched the laws 
that would have applied to 
her case at die time. Tlie age 
of consent in 2007 was 14 (she 
was IS) but it was and remains 
IS for sexual activity that ex¬ 
ploits a young person, through 
prostitution, pornography or a 
position of authority — mean¬ 
ing charges like sexual inter¬ 
ference and sexual exploita¬ 
tion could apply. 

Montgomery told her that 
the RCMP’s SVU conducted 
the initial investigation in 
2007. Lindsey’s father told 
me that he recalled an officer 
discussing Lhe inappropriate- 
ness of the age difference. 

He was told that “because 
the age of consent was 14 at 
the lime of the incident and 
because no formal complaint 
was made at the time, there 
was really nothing they could 
do. But what they were go¬ 
ing to do was keep an eye on 
this guy, and in his words, 
let him know that he's being 
watched." 

Lindsey said that the man's 
boss — who, as owner of the 
company that ran the arts 
program, could establish his 
role of authority — was never 
interviewed, either during the 
initial investigation or at any 
point afterward. She knows 
this because while officers 
were reviewing the original 
file this year, Lindsey had gone 
to talk to the boss, to find out 
what she knew. 

Crier the nexL months, Lind¬ 
sey continued to call Mont¬ 
gomery, asking him about the 
age of consent for sexual inter¬ 
ference, a charge that seemed 
to fit her case, since the man 
had been in a position of

Pair of Toronto bakers bring 
simplicity back to sweet treat 


it’s not that pastry chefs Ally- 
son Bobbitt and Sarah Bell are 
militant on how to do cupcakes 
{“We're not saving lives here," 
Beh quips) — they just want to 
demystify the techniques be¬ 
hind picture-perfect cupcakes 
for per)pie who are either scared 
of baking or have written off 
cupcakes its a passing fad. 

We all remember the cup¬ 
cake trend in the 2000s. Cup¬ 
cake shops opened at the pace 
of Starbucks. Cupcake Wars 
debuted on the Food Network 
in 2009, pitting bakers against 
each other to create the most 
extreme cupcake. The trend 
reached parody levels in 2012 
when a Vancouver bakery called 
Man Cakes rolled out cupcakes 
with hot sauce frosting topped 
with crispy chicken skin. In the 
same year, the cupcake vending 
machine debuted in American 
cities. Cupcakes became a joke. 

So when Bobbitt and Bell 
opened their pastry shop, 
Bobbetie & Belle, in Toronto’s 
Leslieville six years ago, they 
stripped the cupcake down to 
what people liked about them 
in the first place — familiar 
flavours such as vanilla, choco¬ 
late and salted caramel. Fluffy 
swirls of butte rt ream in calm¬ 
ing neutral tones and the oc¬ 
casional pastel. 

T he return to simplicity 
worked, leading to a second 
midtown location two years 
ago and this month the releiise 
their first cookbook. Bobbette &

When 8nick announced its 
intention to bring over the 
Envision built in China, you 
couldn’t go 10 minutes on the 
Internet without stumbling into 
some kind of furious conster¬ 
nation. 

.After only a few short months 
on the market, Americans have 
proven that the Envision more 
than speaks to consumer needs. 
The Envision isn't just Brack's 
quickest turning model, but also 
the quickest turning among its 
chief rivals — its 25-day turn¬ 
over rate is half of its next clos¬ 
est competitor. 

Stacking the deck even more 
in Envision's favour — to date 
— it has only been available in 
two top level trims, Premier I 
and H With MSRFs well into the 
forties, the up-market focused 
2016 Envision was offered with 
a generous smattering of stan¬ 
dard equipment, Bose stereo, 
heated leather front and rear 
seats, heated steering wheel, 
advanced safety features and 
AW'D. 

Since Brack decided to turn 
itself around nearly a decade 
ago, the brand has lived at the 
alter of safety, whisper-quiet 
interiors and elegant, tasteful 
design. 

On the road, the Hi-Per front 


end keeps everything compli¬ 
ant during heavy acceleration, 
helping mitigate torque steer 
and increasing steering feel, 
while overall providing a soft 
and plush ride without being 
soft and wallowy. 

The real star of the show 
is the new mechanical Twin- 
Clutch AW D system, similar to 
the one fe-imred in the Cadillac 
XT5. Brack claims its version 
was tuned for comfort instead 
of oiEtright performance. Where 
the twin-dutch Envision differ¬ 
entiates itself from competi¬ 
tors is its use of mechanical 
dutches in the rear differential 
to maximize traction instead of 
simply using stability control 
and individual wheel braking 
to manage s! ip. 

When the Audi Q5 or Acura 
Ki>X detect slip, they use a mix 
of braking and stability control 
to reduce the torque being trans¬ 
ferred to the ground, stopping 
the slip. The Envision, however, 
doesn't compromise torque for 
traction; its mechanical deliv¬ 
ery allows it to direct 1£>0 per 
cent of available torque to any 
given wheel. 

For 2017 Buick equips all 
Envisions with ten standard 
airbags sprinkled throughout 
the cabin, along with Surround 
Vision and automatic front brak¬ 
ing and rear parking aids. Up- 
level trims can option a ribrat¬ 
ing safety seat, forward crash 
avoidance, lane keep, lane de¬ 
parture, lane change alert, blind 
zone alert, and cross traffic alert. 

Scoff if you want at the idea 
of a Chinese-built Buick. but 
it's a properly executed prod¬ 
uct that nestles itself in where 
the top of mainstream meets 
entry level luxury, making it 
an attractive proposition.

Sidney Crosby 
has that title right now, but un¬ 
certainty about the Pittsburgh 
Penguins captain's third concus¬ 
sion in six years has put his run 
of dominance on hold. 

Oilers general manager Peter 
Chiarelli believes "in short or¬ 


der” fans will realize how stel¬ 
lar McDavid is. The “Great One” 
already sees it. 

“1 like Connor McDavid/ 
Wayne Gretzky said. “I think 
this kid's going to be a tremen¬ 
dous supers tar and a great play¬ 
er for our sport fora long time/ 
McDavid follows Gretzky, 
trie Lindros and Crosby as a 
generational talent who every¬ 
one knew had star potential. A 
broken collarbone limited him 
to 45 games in his rookie sea¬ 
son. yet McDavid still had 16 
goals and 32 assists. He was a 
finalist for the Calder Trophy 
despite missing half the season. 

Making moves like he's using 
a joystick, McDavid is earning 
every bit of the hype that has 
surrounded him 
since he had 
209 points in 88 
games during his 
14- and 15-year- 
old midget season 
in Toronto. His 
peers are in awe 
at just how fast 
McDavid is able 
to make plays. 

“You can see 
a guy who can 
make plays in full 
speed/ said Stars 
forward Lauri Korpikoski. who 
spent last season in Edmonton. 
"He's got some wheels, he can 
fly and' at the same lime he sees 
the ice and is able to make plays 
and find guys at that full speed/ 
The NHL is trending toward 
speed and skill, and McDavid 


exemplifies that. Scouts —and 
his own agent and Hockey Hall 
of Fame defenceman Bobby Orr 
— have said McDavid needs to 
build upper-body strength as 
he grows into his frame, and 
having a stronger lower body, 
as Crosby does, would push him 
even further, 

that will come in time. Hock¬

“He said 'Jerry, I appreciate 
your work but in the World 
Series, it was so offensive to 
have the tomahawk chop and 
to have people talk about the 
powwows on the mound and 
then the Cleveland Indians logo 
and the Washington Redskins.’ 
He just wrote it in such a lov¬ 
ing, kind way. He said ‘J would 
really appreciate it if you would 
think about what you say with 
those teams , HH 

Howarth wrote the man back, 
promising he would stop using 
Indians, Braves and other offen¬ 
sive words. “1 haven't from that 
point on," he said.
